ROME, Sept. 21—(UP)—Premier 
Benito Mussolim dared the risk of a 
disastrous wa> in Europe today by re- 
jecting the peace proposals of the 
League of Nations and proceeding 
with his campaign for the conquest 
of Ethiopia. 

An emergopvcy meeting of the cabi- 
net marked a turning point in Ital- 
ian and perhaps European history, 
The cabinet decided that the League 
offer does not present a “minimum 
basis” for the realization of Italy's 
rights and interests in Africa. 

Foreign diplomats were stunned by 
the blunt ‘no,’ which means that the 
powers must back down and grant 
Mussolini's complete demands or ap- 
ply international] penalties which, in 
Mussolini’s own words, mean war. 

Optimists saw some faint hope in 
the cabinet communique’s reference to 
“minimuth” demands, arguing that it 
implied a willingness to call off the 
war if Mussolini gets everything he 


Realists among foreign observers, 
however, pointed out that submission 
by Britaiy, France and the other na- 
tions would mean the destruction of 
the League and set a precedent which 
the powers could not conceivably af- 
ford to chance. 

Situation Black.

FOR PATRICIDE DOWNS 


Alvin Downs, who said he killed his 
father, C. C. Downs, “because he had 
/it coming to him for 17 years,” will 
go on trial for murder Tuesday in 
Fulton superior court. 

Downs is under indictment for the 
slaying of his parent and for shooting 
Mrs. Myrtle Carter, his father’s sec- 
retary. 

The son shot and killed the two in 
May, 1935, in his father’s key and 
shop on Alabama street near 
Forsyth. 

Police said Downs readily admitted 
the two slayings and shortly after the 
shooting declared his father “had had 
it coming to him” for 17 years. 

He will be defended by Paul S. 
Etheridge and B. F. Miller, who

|Marine Insurance Rates Up 
1,000 Per Cent in Many 


Instances.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—(/)—Cot- 
ton merchants are considering applica- 
tion of wartime principles on sales 
of eotton for future delivery to ports 
‘in the “war zone,” the United Press 
learned today. 

Increasing apprehension regarding 
iwar clouds in East Africa and the 
| possibility that marine insurance rates, 
‘already up as much as 1,000 per cent 
on shipments into the East African 
War zone, may be advanced further, 
fostered the considerations. 

Normally, cotton shippers sell for- 
ward cotton—staple sold for delivery 
at some future designated date—on 
‘a C. I. F. basis, the price to the 
‘buyer including the cost of the cot- 
‘ton, plus insurance and freight rates. 

Revoke Seizure Clause. 

However, many marine insurance 
companies already have revoked the 
war risk, capture and seizure clause, 
ordinarily included in blanket 
cies and have placed such 
on a separate day-to-day basis.

The canal will extend 
from Jacksonville southward down the 
St. Johns river to below Palatka, then 
across the state in a western direc- 
tion, passing close to’ Ocala and strik- 
ing the Gulf of Mexico below Cedar 
Kevs. The waterway will be 105 
miles long, 320 feet deep and Lieu- 
tenant (‘olone! Brehon Somervell, 
Il nited States army engineer in charge 
of construction, estimates he could 
use a maxium of 25,000 workers by 
finishing ‘he project in six years.

One hundred and ten men were 
murdered in cold blood in a little more 
than three months in the state of Mon- 
tana. Shortly afterwards, 20 despera- 
does were hanged in a single month, 
“Aleck Carter, standing on the gal- 
lows with a noose around his neck, 
had said ‘All right! Not an innocent 
man hanged yet!’ ”’ 

Sueh was the town of Butte, Mont., 
before the inconspicuous entry of three 
men destined to become the most dra- 
matic figures of their time in the 
war for money and power-—-William 
Andrews Clark, Marcus Daly and F, 
Augustus Heinze, the men _ whose 
names are indelibly linked with the 
history of metallurgy, who wrested 
from the ground livelihoods that revo- 
lutionized the financial world.

THE LIBERAL TRADITION. 
Lewis W. Douglas. FP. Van 
trand Co., New York. 136 pp. 
This is a series of four lectures giv- 
en at Harvard University in May. 
1955. The author was formerly di- 
rector of the budget under the pres- 
ent administration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Mr. Douglas finally re- 
signed his position because he could 
not agree with the administration on 
its fiscal policies. He was insistent 

on balancing the national budget. 

In the first of these lectures the 
author recounts conditions during the 
post-war period and leading up to the 
depression of 1929. He points out a 
great many mistakes that were made 
by the national government during

this time—the trend toward price fix- | 


ing and monopoly and the lack of a 
curb on credit, which led to wide- 
spread speculation. 

In his second lecture he pays his re- 
spects to planned economy as advo- 
eated by Rexford Tugwell and others. 
He speaks of this planned system 
as being just one step removed from 
communism and socialism and says 
that it will lead to the abandonment 
of “all our: cherished liberties, free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the press, 
political freedom, and representative 
government.’ He condemns the col- 
lectivist state in no uncertain terms. 

In his third leeture Dr. Douglas 
takes a fling at the Roosevelt admin- 
for its reckless spendthrifi 
policies. As was stated above, Mr. 
Douglas was violently opposed while 
director of the budget bureau to the 
vast expenditures of the national gov- 
ernment and was determined if he 
stayed on his job to bring expendi- 
tures and revenues into balance. 

Mr. Douglas gives us his idea of 
the proper economy in his last lec- 
ture on “A Free People and a Free 
Economy.” He sums it up as no price 
fixing, flexibility of costs, a modified 
tariff policy, an independent, reform- 


ed banking system, a balanced budget, |

Howell was sentenced to life from | 
the Houston county superior court, | 
the record revealed, and was paroled | 
by executive order from the Governor. | 

In issuing the order, the Governor | 
wrote that J. R. Hicks, sheriff of Bibb | 
county, had written him strongly urg- | 
ing that the parole be granted.

“That is an exaggerated story, im- 
probable in the business world, But 
it carries a warning to women’s 
clubs. For often, officers and 
membc>> fail to distinguish clearly 
between club machinery and accom- 
plishing the purposes for which the 
club was organized. Such confusion 
encourages an undue expenditure of 
effort, not for the purpose of. pro- 
ducing something needed but just to 
keep the workmer busy and the plant 
running. 

“A woman’s club is a mechanism, 
and as such. it obviously must be 
built, regulated and improved. But 
it can nevei be more than the ma- 
chine. Therefore. all effort expend- 
ed upon the club itself is purely work 
upon or for the machine. To collect 
membership dues is but to accumu- 
late fuel with which to operate. So- 
cial features and functions are lubri- 
cating oils which make the machine 
run more smoothly. Publicity is the 
blast of the whistle, showing the 
Securing new 
members is increasing capital struc- 
ture, so that a greater work may be 
accomplished. State and _ national 
groups are, at least in part, methods 
of achieving a higher efficiency and 
of exerting @ greater influence. Each 
of these functions is important, but 
each has to do with the machine 
itself. O- the other hand the club's 
purpose is its pattern, and the pro- 
gram is the raw material from which 
the machine turns out its product.”

methods—and now they fool- 
ishly arrest me! They think I 
am in cahoots with the men 
who steal. They think I help 
them plan, and then when the 
rewards are put up, I get it 
back because I am ‘in the 
know.’ It is all so silly.” He 
wouldn’t say any more. 

And indeed, for twenty years, 
Scaffa’s record seems like a fig- 
ment of fiction. It’s really im- 
posing. It begins with the 
amazing return he made of the 
$245,000 in jewels stolen in 

1925 from Mrs. Jessie Woolworth 

Donohue. Detectives couldn’t find a 

clue. Scaffa returned them in seven 

days after paying out $65,000 to one 
“Sam Layton.” It was like magic, and 
the same magic worked in some of the 
greatest gem-hauls in history. 

This brilliant sleuth was called in to 
recover—and did recover—gems worth 
$100,000 for the James H. Snowdens of 
New York; $100,000 for Mrs. Dale 
Blodgett of Washington, D. C.; $250,000 
for Sydney Hutchinson of Beverly, 
Mass.: $200,000 for the John Wana- 
maker stores; $200,000 for Mrs. Isaac 
Emerson of Baltimore; $200,000 for 
Mrs. Edgar F. Lukenbach of Philadel- 
phia; $50,000 for Mrs. Samuel Yaffa; 
$75,000 for Mrs. Grafton Minet; $200,- 
000 for Mrs. Stanwood S. Menken; $45,- 
000 for the Elisha Walkers; $90,000 for 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel L. Goldsmith of 
New York; anduntold amounts for many 
others. To this amazing score is added 
his mysterious return of more than 
$600.000 in stolen furs and silks. The 
fees he charged, and the rewards he got, 
made him rich—a millionaire. But never 
would he break his sphinx-like silence 
about his methods. 

And now Scaffa, because he wouldn't 
talk. was reaching the crisis of his life! 
Would his great reputation for gem re- 
trieving be forgotten? His case looked 
pretty weak, for evidence piled up 
against him which intimated that Scaffa 
knew more about the $245,000 robbery 
from Mrs. Bell than he cared to tell. 
She had called upon him after two men 
stepped into her Miami apartment and 
bound her and her companion, Harry 
Content, the “Wizard of Wall Street,” 
whom she recently married. Scaffa 
worked on that case like he did on all the 
others, silently, mystemously—paying 
out a reward here and a few dollars 
there. But he got a “tough break,” he 
said. Charlies Cali was arrested. Cali 
had a record. He accused Scaffa, and 
the G-men became suspicious. But the 
jury was in. The clerk called: 


“Defendant arise . 
jury!” 

Scaffa stood up like a soldier at atten- 
tion, his dark, brooding eyes boring into 
those of the grim foreman, 

“How do you find the defendant... 
guilty or not guilty?” 

“Guilty on all counts!” 


Scaffa blinked. It meant 15 years m 
prison! He guiped. His Adam’s apple 
played tag with his vocal cords. He tried 
to speak. He appeared to curse under his 
breath. His lips seemed to frame the 
words: “You fools!” Then he smiled, his 
enigmatical, mysterious, even wistful, 
smile. Bail was arranged, pending sen- 
tence. He walked out with his lawyer. 
Reporters asked him for a statement. 
He smiled. 


“Yes, I will speak a little,” he said. 
“They are tying up the Great Scaffa... 
it is a very silly thing to do. Now you 
will see many jewel robberies, for the 
thieves are afraid of Scaffa...they will 
run wild!” 

He wouldn’t say any more. He was 
asked time and again what he meant. 
He merely smiled and said: “That is 
all... that is all.” 


And then, you might say, came 

the deluge. 

* The ubiquitous Raffles bobbed 

up in many places and within a 

month he, or they, whichever you 
choose, had snatched more than 
$500,000 worth of gems of aill 

kinds and descriptions. Jewel 
robberies became a_ veritable 
epidemic. They oceurred on 

Fifth avenue, in two big jewelry stores; 
on Long Island, in Europe, on ships at 
sea, and the gangs even raided the late 
Prince Alexis Mdivani on his baronial 
estate overseas. Hotel guests reported 
the loss of their gems; swank Long 
Islanders reported the loss of baubles 
into the thousands, and the proprietors 
of one jewelry store on Fifth avenue 
said the swag stolen from their shop in- 
cluded a magnificent ruby necklace once 
owned by the beautiful Marie Antoinette. 
It was amazing. Such a wave of rob- 
beries hadn’t swept over the homes of 
the rich for a long time. 

What did Scaffa know about them? 
He knew nothing ... nothing except 
“the gem gangs are afraid of Scafta, 
now Scaffa can do nothing ... it is too 
bad.” 

Ordinarily, in robberies of such major 
significance and proportions, Scaffa 
would have been called m. But they 
ean’t cal! Scaffa any more, and he stands 
by watching like a hound baying at the 
leash. First came the $63,000 job in the

store of Nicolai Miller, 743 Fifth ave 
nue. Two men walked in at mid-day, 
held up two clerks, scooped up diamond 
rings, bracelets, and cleaned out one 
window which displayed the precious 
ruby bracelet which once adorned the 
gorgeous throat of Marie Antoinette. It 
was the most daring jewel robbery per- 
petrated in New York in years. 

Every several days, a similar robbery 
was reported, and the epidemic was cli- 
maxed by the theft of $100,000 in rare 
gems from the boudoir of the socially 
prominent Mrs. Wolcott Blair, who was 
summering at her 100-acre estate at 


Cedar Swamp, L. I. 


There was a similarity in technique 
between the Blair robbery and the one a 
few weeks before at 
the home of the 
equally prominent 
Rudolph Santinis, at 
Brookville, L. I. Mrs. 
Santini reported the 
loss of $85,000 in 

aris and diamonds 
rom her dressing 
room. In each case 
the Raffles knew ex- 
actly where the jew- 
els were cached, and 
made escape without 
leaving a clue. Mrs. 
Santini, a noted 
sportswoman, is the 
daughter of the late 
John H. Patterson, 
founder of the Na- 
tional Cash Register 
Company. 

It seemed to police 
that the robberies 
were divided into two 
distinct groups—one 
in homes and. the 
other in stores, and 
that the thieves 
were members of the 
Same ring. This con- 
clusion was reached 
because the Nicolai 
store robbery and the 
one perpetrated on 
the Ross-Pennel Jew- 


avenue bore similari- 
ties, as did the San- 
tini and the Blair 
robberies. 

Two hold-up men 
walked into the Pen- 
nel store, just as 
they did in the Nico- 
lai shop, looked over 
the merchandise for 
a while, and then 
covered each person 
in the store with 
guns, and made their 
escape with the rich 
loot. A number of 
detectives and a few patrolmen were 
demoted as a result, but the robberies 
were not solved as this was written. 

Then burglars, who apparently spent 
a whole weekend boring through a brick 
wall, got into the store of Richter Jew- 
elers, Inc., at 583 Fifth avenue, and got 
away with jewelry valued at $18,000. 
Acetylene torches were used in this rob-

‘Then a young 
man, who posed as 
a@ prospective pur- 
chaser of treasures 
from Imperial Rus- 
sia, held up _ the 
manager of an an- 
tique gallery in 
New York’s R.C.A, 
building, and es- 
caped with swag 
valued at $10,000. 
And so it went. A 
member of the firm 
of Pariakian Broth- 
ers, in New York, 
was held up, bound, 
gaged, and left on 
the store floor for 
several hours after 
a robber had looted 
the safe, show cases 
and windows. Loss 
was estimated at 
$10,000. The next 
day two men walked 
into Herbert’s at 
58th street and Lex- 
ington avenue, New 
York, held up a 
woman customer 
and three clerks, 
and got away with 
$2,000 in rings. 

As for the home 
robberies—most of them were on Long 
Island. Crack detectives, who have been 
working on these jobs, received another 
jolt—as a climax to the long series— 
when on the night of Angust 19, thieves 
entered the Long Island homes of F. 
Trubee Davison, former Secretary of 
War, and Artemus L. Gates, president 
of New York Bank & Trust Co., and

escaped with $2,000 in jewels from the 
Davison home and $160 in cash and a 
diamond studded $1,000 wrist-watch 
from the Gates home. 

It was obvious that the jobs were 
pulled in swift succession, and in each 
case the robber or robbers went directly 
to where the loot was hidden. The homes 
are only about 100 feet apart, separated 
by lawns. And in each case, the mem- 
bers of both families slept soundly 
through the raid. 

It was obvious, too, that the same 
thieves who got into the Santini and 
Blair homes, entered the Davison and 
Gates mansions. Not a trace, not the 
slightest sort of clue! 

All the while, Noel Scaffa sits back, 
confident that he alone could solve the 
robberies. 

He is confident of another thing, toa, 
He believes that soon he will be vindi- 
cated; that soon the public will know 
that he never worked in cahoots with 
gem thieves. He is proud of his record. 
He believes it is a monument to his in- 
dustry, to his ambitions, and he feels 
that he is in this “tough spot” becanse 
“there are many who are envious of my 
genius.” He will tell you one thing with 
great emphasis: 

“I came to this country a ‘green- 
horn’ from Sicily. This country gave 
me a big opportunity. I worked my way 
up from an office boy tn the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency to fortune and fame. 
Would I break that down by intrigue 
with crooks?” 

But how did he know there would be 
a deluge of jewel robberies after his 
arrest? Well, it was a simple thing to 
make that prophesy, he said. If you un- 
derstood the ways of crooks—of the 
suave or even crude Raffles—you, too, 
would be able to make such prophesies! 
It comes, you see, from understanding 
your business. But he isn’t gleeful be- 
cause his prophesy came true. No, he’s 
glum, morose. 

The soul of the “Great Scaffa” is really 
troubled because the G-men have shut 
off the penetrating sniff-sniff of the 
“Gem-Gang Hound.”

HE lives quietly on her beautiful eight-acre

Possibly after 
seeing one of her films you've said, “Gee, she 
must be a swell girl personaliy.”’ 

And you're right. She is. That infectious 
smile is just as infectious in real life—and mace 
even more charming by its background of 
freckles, which are carefully hidden with make- 
up for screen purposes. The cheery disposi- 
tion which she exhibits on the screen is a part 
of the real girl, too.

Thanks to the Red Cross, two 
trained nurses, Mme. Louise de 
Kiriline and Mile.

Ap- 
preciating their efficiency and 
grateful as I was for their serv- 
ices, we did evervthing we could 
to co-operate with them. 

We also tried, with our limited 
accommodations, to make the 
nurses as comfortable as possible.

But, regardless of our feelings 
and intentions, in our financial 
helplessness, we were forced to 
sign, July 26, 1934, a second agree- 
ment with the Red Cross, the 
more legal and more binding pa- 
per to which I have already re- 
ferred. 

I say “financial helplessness” 
for the reason that Mr. Alderson 
told Oliva in Lawyer Valin’s North 
Bay office that if we refused to 
sign that second document, which 
required our consent to the ap- 
pointment of guardians, he would 
“drop everything.” 

Dr. Dafoe also served notice on 
us that he. too. would be “out” if 
we withheld our signatures. 

And where would we have been 
if the Red Cross had taken away 
its nurses and supplies and if the 
doctor had ceased to look after 
the babies?

For moments I thought I would 
suffocate; I could hardly breathe. 
Emotions, sorrow, regrets, anguish 
were all stifing me.

Riding home with Oliva in the 
car wed had for years, mv mind 
leaped back, as it’s always leaping 
back, to the day of the babies’ 
birth, just two days less than two 
months before.

Protective Clause. 


After a lengthy conversation 
with Father Routhier, our parish 
priest and spiritual adviser, and 
after a night of wrestling with 
our financial problem, which 
seemed beyond all solving, Oliva 
set out with Green for Orillia.

Orillia, which is about 160 miles 
away, aS a rendezvous, I have 
never understood.

Whiise 
he signed a contract with the 
Chicago promoter, he did not dv 
so until after a protective clause 
had been incorporated in the 
agreement. This clause reads ag 
follows: 

“That employee, Oliva Dionne, 
will come to Chicago for the pur- 
pose outlined above (exhibition of 
the infants), and at the direction 
of the Tour Bureau, at the earle- 
jest date that the physician In 
charge of the quintuplets decides 
that they can be moved withous 
possibility of injurious effect.” 

So how could my husband, ev~ 
en if he had wanted to exploit 
the children to their detriment 
which is of course, unthinkable, 
have done so without the full 
permission and consent of the 
doctor? 

And remember, it was Oliva 
Dionne and only Oliva Dionne 
who insisted upon inclusion of the 
protective paragraph in the agree« 
ment. 

But is it surprising, in the light 
of these revelations, that my 
husband is forever deploring our 
getting involved with contracig 
and documents? 

Because of a total lack of ex%- 
perience in business matters, ag 
I have very frankly admitted, 
just the word “document” fright- 
ened me. Yet, by the time my ba~ 
bies were two months old, I had 
put my name to two papers. 
And Poor Oliva—all because he 
wanted to give the little ones ev= 
ery posesible chance to live—had 
put his name to three. 

Still, we did only what wed 
felt impelled to do, what circume 
stances had driven us to do, al-« 
ways with the babies’ welfare as 
our one and only motive in the 
three different signings. 

But for all our good parenta® 
intentions, as consequences show, 
my husabnd and I, in more ways 
than one, seem to be victims af 
documents. 

It seems so strange that we of 
all people should ever have be< 
come entangled with commit- 
ments, agreements, and all that 
legal sort of thing. We who had 
had so little contact with the 
outside world before, we who 
were so contented in our obscure 
simplicity.

She’s a treacherous demon with a serene, 
smiling face; she’s a siren that lures 
and has lured for centuries—men 
ships io death and destruction. 
down there, where she’s her real self, 
she churns ceaselessly, and beats and 
whirls in a foaming, whirlpool dance of 
death, like a greedy, hungry octopus 
whose tentacles are a thousand squirm- 
ing currents that can crush big ships 
like egg shells. 

Those hungry, greedy tentacles swish 
and squirm and churn in defiant guard 
over a graveyard of ships, one of which 
contains $40,000,000 in gold! For 137 
years the old She-Devil has clung to 
that gold in defiance of many men who 
dared to go down and try to get it. She 
has held it fast, as though she realizes 
its tremendous value to man— 
held it fast ever since that 
dreadful day in 1798 when she 
gobbled up the sloop De Braak, 
and the De Braak’s precious 
cargo! 

Through the years expedi- 
tion after expedition, some 
equipped with the latest devices 
in salvaging, have gone down 
to the Breakwater to find the 
old teakwood ship De Braak. 
But all returned as failures and 
some left ships and divers, 
caught in the crushing tenta- 
cles. Hardy sea-going men, 
fearless divers who have ven- 
tured successfully for salvage 
in other seas, were beaten by 
the Demon of the Delaware, and 
they warned other venturers, 
eager for the gold, to stay 
away.

Under mains’! and reefed tops’, the 
De Braak’s anchor was dropped and 
Captain Drew prepared to go ashore in 
a small boat.

They knew well the history of the 
Philadelphia stock company which was 
organized 50 vears ago and sold stock at

cracked up and several divers and men 
were sucked into the currents, the com- 
pany gave up. 

Dozens of smaller expeditions went 
out after that—for the surface seemed 
so easy to conquer. But the old Break- 
water went into an angry fit each time 
a ship approached the location of the 
gold.

ganized in Baltimore with the newest in 
diving and salvage equipment, went the 
way of all the others. 

Calstead, who is engineer in charge 
of operations for this latest adventure, 
had this to say: “The Baltimore expedi- 
tion came mighty close. You remember 
that they used a 64-foot. schooner, the 
Katie Durm, and a big tug command- 
ed by Captain Paul Cullinson. Maybe 
you remember, too, that they brought 
up five tons of wreckage and thought 
for a while they had pieces of the De 
Braak. Well, they were disappointed. 
But that isn't the point. What I wish to 
make clear is that the Old Devil Break- 
wateris WEAKENING! We have ex- 
cellent chances of being successful.”

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journal, the unhappy young man 
had, around 1930, decided he 
would like to breed silver fox. 
His father, glad that the youth 
had found something to keep him 
out of mischief, provided him 
with the capital to go to Silesia, 
Germany, in order to serve a six- 
months’ apprenticeship to a fox- 
breeder.

Thus, when Michel Heéenriot, 
anything but a Prince Charming 
but the son of a district attorney, 
came along with a proposal of 
marriage, she nervously, hysteri- 
cally, agreed.

Michel and Georgette had mar- 
ried in the spring of 1933. And it 
was just a year later, May 8, 
1934, that the. phone rang in M. 
Leroy’s office, and he heard 
those frightening sounds in the 
Fortress.

The operator thought at first 
that perhaps some of Henriot’s 
foxes had escaped, and that the 
owner in his rage, or perhaps in 
self-protection, had shot down 
one or two of them. But after 
a few minutes of deliberation, 
Leroy decided to inform the po- 
lice. 

Michel Henriot opened the door 
when the gendarmes arrived. 

“What has havpened here?” in- 
quired one of the officers. 

“My wife has been shot,” re- 
plied the fox farmer. “I believe 
she has been murdered.” 

They stared at him: He did not 
appear greatly agitated. “Go on.” 

“I returned to the house about 
15 minutes ago and found her 
dead in the bedroom.” 

“Who could have done it?” 

“It must have been a tramp— 
a burglar. Georgette must have 
Surprised him going through the 
bureau drawers.” 

The body lay upon a divan in 
the bedroom. Georgette Henriot 
had been shot twice, once in the 
right temple and again in the 
heart. Also there were deep lacer- 
ations on the head, apparently 
inflicted with a heavy instrument 
wielded with considerable force. 

After a careful examination of 
the house, the officers left, in- 
tending to broadcast an alarm 
for the unknown murderer. Miche! 
went along with them. He drove 
to Lorient to inform his father 
of the tragedy which had taken 
place within the walls of the 
Fortress. That evening the night 
clerk on duty at the Paris main 
office of a great French insurance 
company received the following 
telegram: 

MADAM HENRIOT ASSAS- 
SINATED BROAD DAYLIGHT 
TRAMP 

PROSECUTOR HENRIOT. 

This message was immediately 
conveved to the managing direc- 
tor of the company, who in turn 
got in touch with the police. 

For there was a very curious 
angle to that telegram. 


Early in 1934 Michel Henriot 
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had gone to Paris to insure the 
life of his bride for the sum of 
800,000 francs (about $50,000). It 
was a life policy and the benefi- 
ciary was the husband. And it was 
expressly stipulated that the mon- 
ey was to be paid if— 

1. The wife died by drowning in 
the ocean. 

2. By meeting with an accident 
while driving her automobile. 


3. The wife was murdered! 

How could the company ever 
have agreed to the issuance of 
such a policy? This question has 
been asked by every French pa- 
per. There are two answers. The 
first is that Michel told the com- 
pany of the dangerous life they 
lived in this lonely section of the 
country. And the second was that 
he assured the officials of the 
insurance firm that he, the son of 
a state prosecutor, would assume 
the moral responsibility for the 
life of his young wife. 


Once the police learned about 


‘this policy, they began to delve 


more deeply into the strange life 

of the two young people. What 

they found was more than horrid. 
see 

The family of the murder vic- 
tim provided not a little informa- 
tion which the police found sig- 
nificant. When the girl had left 
her father’s house she was worth 
about 220,000 francs (roughly 
$14,000.) That she should have 
money had been one of the con- 
ditions required by Henriot in his 
advertisement which had _ stip- 
ulated that. “Young man of means 
wishes to connect with young 
woman of equal financial situ- 
ation for the purpose of matri- 
mony.” 

Michel, it appeared, had want- 
ed his marriage to serve a two- 
fold purpose: It should create for 
him the long-for contact with a 
woman, and it should also pro- 
vide him with the means to car- 
ry on and eventually enlarge his 
costly fox-breeding operations. 

But the bridegroom had en- 
countered a stumbling block. 
Though Georgette had the neces- 
sary capital, her husband could 
not touch the major fart of it. 
There was a trust fund of 145,000 
francs that Georgette would pos- 
sess when She reached the age of 
21; and there was a smaller fund 
of 60,000 that would become hers 
only with her father’s consent. 

Thus, all Michel could lay his 
hands on, after the marriage, was 
20,000 francs. 


Letters Told Story 
Of Frustration. 


In fact, it developed that both 
his purposes had been frustrated. 
Letters which Georgette had writ- 
ten to her 17-year-old sister, Ma- 
rie Therese. revealed that the 
bride had found Michel's embraces 
distasteful, and that she had not 
become his wife in fact as well as 
in name until after they had re- 
turned from their honeymoon. 

They had left for Paris imme- 
diately after the ceremony. Mi- 
chel, it appeared. was eager to 
have a child as soon as possible, 
for besides all the strines attach- 
ed to Georgette’s money, there 
was still another clause that in 
case she died without issue, all 
her estate would return to her 
family. 

But the timid girl had refused 
tO )6cconsummate§636tthe”)=—=—s marriage 
while they were in Paris. And 
after their return to the Fortress 
She suffered his embraces only 
occasionally. 

Within the Fortress, so isolated 
that no outsiders ever heard the 
screams Of pain or the fiendish 
laughter, Michel had begun to 
beat his wife almost daily. When 
she refused to submit to him he 
was driven to greater cruelty and 
tvranny. He took pleasure in beat- 
ing her, and she derived a certain 
delight in holding him at bay. 
She had taken to breeding rab- 
bits and each took turns in tor- 
turning the other's pet animals. 

In April, 1934, Georgette visited 
her family at Novon. Although 
she had written in several let- 
ters that she feared her husband 


some day would “either shoot me, 


or strangle me,” she returned at 
the end of the month, apparently 
driven by an irresistible force that 
drew her back to her living hell. 
It is not easy to understand such 
mentalities as Georgette and Mi- 
chel Henriot—perhaps the wife 
enjoyed the beatings Michel ad- 
ministered, and missed them when 
she was away from him. 

After the police had learned all 
this, they decided that they had 
solved the mystery. 

Michel was arrested on May 12, 
four days after the murder. and 
after several hours of relenticss 
examination, he broke down and 
confessed the crime. 

He said that his hatred for 
Georgette had grown by leaps 
and bounds after he began to get 


into financial difficulties. He owed 


many bills, his father could not 
help him out any longer, and he 
had failed completely to persuade 
Georgette and her family to re- 
lease the strings that tied her 
purse. 

Then, he said, he thought of 
insuring her life. 

Since she was a minor, he had 
been able to take out that pecu- 
liar policy without her signature. 
He insisted he had no intention 
of committing an insurance mur- 
der; he wanted chiefly to insure 
her against death by accident. 
Georgette, he explained, had been 
a rather careless driver and he 
had thought—in fact, hoped— 
that before long she would break 
her neck. 


Offer of Wine 
Led to Quarrel. 


Continuing his confession, he 
told the officers that on the eve- 
ning of May 8 he had returned 
to the Fortress after making sev- 
eral purchases in the village, and 
had found Georgette half drunk. 
She had taken to the bottle lately, 
he said. Jokingly she offered him 
some wine, he continued, and this 
had led to one of their frequent 
quarrels. 

Michel seized a poker and be- 
gan to belabor her. In her pain 
she grabbed the telephone and 
uttered the screams Leroy had 
heard over the wire. Then Michel, 
thoroughly aroused, had taken his

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PLAYING FOR PENALTIES. 
BY ELY CUI.BERTSON. 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


HEN THE erid of a year of 
VV bridge rolls around, the 


player whose score shows 
the biggest prifit is always the 
one who plays primarily for pen- 
alties, and paradoxical though it 
may sound, the largest profits 
come from doubles of low con- 
tracts rather than high ones. 
When a player is strong enough 
to make a saving bid at a high 
level, unless he is of the sort 
whom partners will play with only 
once, the penalty is prospect is 
usually limited. It is from ihe un- 
sound overcall at the level of one 
or. two—or even the sound overcall 
which runs into stormy distribu- 
tion—that the fate profits are col- 
lected by the alert doubler. 
Certainly no one could criti- 
cize North's overcall in today’s 
hand. When East doubled ,how- 
ever, the result was disastrous.

rifle from its hiding 
shot her to death. 

His trial for the murder took 
place at Vannes, the county seat, 
lasting from June 27 to July 1. 
His father was not the prosecutor 
in this particular case. In fact, 
Papa Henriot hired Maitre Bein- 
eix, well-known criminal lawyer, 
to defend the prisoner, and M.

Both parents declared in their 
final speeches before the court 
that they felt guilty, since they 
had committed grave mistakes, 
they now believed, in their son's 
upbringing. Had they not kept 
him at home until the age of 10, 
they said, his social sense might 
finally have developed, and this 
terrible tragedy have been averted. 

While the jury deliberated, the 
crowd outside the courthouse 
shouted, “Give him death!” But 
Michel beat the guillotine, thanks 
to the clever tactics of his attor- 
ney, who “proved” that his client 
had not committed a premeditat- 
ed murder. Instead the defendant 
got 20 years penal servitude. 

France will not soon forget 
Michel and Georgette—as un- 
pleasant a young couple as ever

The key to East's douple was 
the fact that his hand fitted so 
poorly with partner’s original bid. 
Unless West's strength was con- 
centrated almost entirely in the 
heart suit, the one spade con- 


tract could probably be defeated. 
If West was strong in konor- 
tricks, making a three no-trump 
game likely, the set might well 
be large. An overcall in no-trump 
would have been most unsound 
with a singleton in partner's suit 
and a free bid of either two dia- 
monds or two clubs was equally 
undesireable. Yet East's hand was 
certainly strong enough for a bid 
and by the logical process of eli- 
mination this bid was of course a 
double. At the level of one, a 
business double is to some extent 
tentative or at least co-operative 
and with a freak distribution West 
should rescue. As the cards lay, 
however, despite the minimum 
character of his bid, Wests pass 
was sound. 


East opened the nine of hearts 
and West won the queen. Al- 
though it appeared likely that 
East was short in the heart suit, 
his double had marked hitn with 
trump strength and it was there- 
fore aniikely that he wished to 
ruff. West accordingly returned 
the six of .spades and although 
North realized that the finesse 
was rather hopeless, since he had 
no sound lead if he were to win 
the trick he played low, East 
winning with the ten. 


East could not afford to con- 
tinue spades and suirender a sure 
trump trick, so he shifted to a 
club, which West won with the 
ace, returning the spaue five. 
North won this with the king and 
played the ten of hearts. East 
discarded a club and West won 


the ace an returned a third heart 
for East to ruff in order to knock 
out North’s entry to dummy. East 
trumped and exited with his last 
spade, since he could foresee the 
danger of an end-play if he con- 
tinued leading the club suit. Com- 
pelled to lead diamonds from his 
hand, declarer could not avoid 
losing three diamond tricks and 
was able to score only four t.icks 
in spades and the ace of dia- 
monds. The penalty of 300 points 
represented a profit to East-West 
since reaching and making three 
no-trump were both unlikely. 


Comment, 


It is interesting to consider the 
possibilities of East’s making 
three no-trump. Assuming South 
opens a spade and that North 
ducks the first trick, a sound 
play in view of East's necessarily 
vigorous no-trump bidding ‘nec- 
essary, that is, if game is to ode 
reached) East would win the first 
trick with the ten, entering dum- 
my twice in clubs for finesses of 
the nine and jack of diamonds 
(North, of course, should duck 
both leads). Now on order to re- 
enter dummy for a third diamond 
lead, East must take the heart 
finesse. If declarer cashes the 
heart ace before playing a third 
round of diamonds. North wins 
the diamond ace, puts parcner in 
with a heart for two tricks in 
that *uit, and sets the contract 
one by letting partn-r casn his 
ace und king of spades. If declar- 
er fails to cash the ace o: hearts, 
North wins tre third di?mond lead 
with the ace and exits witn his 
fourth diamond. East can never 
get back to duiamy to cash the 
ace of hearts, and since he must 
exit from his own hand with 
the fourth clut—allowing South 
to win two club tricks—or with a 
spade, xivine North four spade 
tricks—he can take a maximum 
of eight tricks—three diamoncs, 
three clubs, one heart and one 
spad:
